Public opinion is formed almost entirely by the press. Back of 


the press is an invisible power autocratically determining what in- 
formation shall be published and what suppressed. That power 
controls the great news gathering agencies. It extends to the edi- 
torial rooms. It is felt in the publishing houses. This invisible 
autocrat owes its resources to business and property interests, con- 
sequently either consciously or unconsciously it serves those in- 
terests. 

To give publicity to the cause of those who contend for reform 
or humanitarian purposes there must be a press free from the 
domination of this throttling control. Such a press has been steadily 
growing in influence and numbers. The number and the character 
of the labor papers published today are most gratifying. The labor
